A PA ID-FOR CHRISTMAS 
Financial writers keep trying to tell the 
American public that, from a dollars-and-cents 
viewpoint, Christmas Clubs don’t make much 
sense. Only a few' banks pay any kind of interest 
on money put into the Christmas accounts. Yet 
the club year just ended found about 15 million 
Americans depositing a record $1.85 billion in 
Christmas Club accounts at 10,000 banks and 
savings institutions. 
Early in November all this money was mailed 
back to members. About 38 per cent of it is 
expected to go toward Yuletide purchases. The 
Christmas Club Corporation says the remainder 
is destined for savings and investment, tax pay­ 
ments, year-end bills, or other purposes far 
removed from the celebration of Christmas. 
Many members cheerfully concede that they 
wouldn’t save anything without some form of 
compulsion. So they sign up to make regular 
weekly deposits (of 50 cents to $20) for 50 
weeks. Actually the balance in the club may be 
withdrawn at any time before the expiration 
of the 50 weeks. But having, in effect, pledged 
themselves to make the deposits, most members 
do so faithfully. 
From time to time some public official thinks 
he will try to do Club members a favor by 
requiring under state law that interest be paid 
on Christmas Club accounts. Such proposals 
fail to generate much enthusiasm among Club 
members. They seem to feel that a paid-for 
Christmas is reward enough.

SONGS OF INNOCENCE 
Summer is not yet ready to surrender its 
greenery to autumn when the mailman brings 
the first Christmas catalogues from those dar­ 
ling mail-order stores, those that offer gadgets 
and gimmicks to make you “the life of the 
party” and your house the cutest on the block. 
More of the catalogues arrive 
before the 
chyrsantehmums bloom or the first advertise­ 
ments for whisky decanters—“at no extra cost, 
of course” —appear. And they provoke the first 
mutterings about gaudy commercialism, ma­ 
terialism and vulgarity. 
Even before Thanksgiving Day, stores were 
decked with boughs of holly. The crowds be­ 
come more and more impenetrable. The Santas 
appear at the street corners with their dinner 
bells. The loud-speakers add to the din. Traf­ 
fic bec- n es snarly and tempers short. Cold, 
sleet, tnaw and slush begrime the big tinsel 
trees and wreaths. Undecorous man’s love for 
his undecorous fellow man cools with the winter 
wind. R eligious posters appear on the billboards, 
some of them sponsored by the John Birch 
Society. And the muttering becomes more volu­ 
ble. 
Radio and television join in spreading “the 
spirit of the season.” Seemingly without the 
least sense of incongruity, their “person­ 
alities” add a holiday pitch to their usual 
banalities. Commercials for auto dealers, pill 
makers, razor peddlers and embalmers now are 
pepped up with Christmas themes, more of 
them devoted to the red-nosed reindeer than 
to the Christ Child. 
The cards, purchased not a day too soon, 
should be addressed and notes scribbled to 
distant friends not seen from year-end to year- 
end. But it’s trying hard to sit down to the task. 
The season seems utterly alien to those snow- 
scapes, English coaching scenes and medieval 
Yule logs. Then the round of parties begins, 
but even the response to hospitality warms only 
slowly. There may even be a temptation to turn 
churlish just to let the world know that it is 
not at all as it ought to be. 
Then in a quite moment, somehow free of 
distraction and irritations, a carol is hard, 
the words as clear as the voices. And scene 
and spirit are transformed. Everything is suf­ 
fused with warmth, cheer, generosity. Magic? 
Yes, the wonder worked by innocence. For the 
moving beauty of the carols is compounded of 
innocence and little else. On every eve of Christ­ 
mas this becomes mainfest, especially in the 
singing of children. 
The carols, the early ones dating from the 
Middle Ages and the first creche as well as 
an occasional new one from the disc industry, 
do not have the majestic sonority of the festi­ 
val music of Bach and Handel. Nor do th^v 
have the Tin-pan Alley polish of a hit tone. 
They are utterly simple, expressing sincere 
sentiment, not sentimentality. They proclaim the 
purity of heart which is the essence of in­ 
nocence. They tell the Christmas story, or 
announce a response to it, as simply as did Luke, 
and before him the herald angels. 
That is why they transform the far from 
simple preparations for the holiday. They add 
the sparkle of wonder and beauty to garish 
wrappings and bows, and to the tree’s baubles 
and lights. They make its big Bethlehem star 
shine brighter than Betelgeuse. 
From the Adeste Fidelis to the song of the 
drummer boy, the songs of Christmas—which 
may not be sung in any other season—have 
this power of transformation. Their innocence 
unfailingly touches all who hear them, evoking 
joy, affection and tenderness. They urge all to 


" 
go to the mountain to tell that the world is 
wonderful. As they once again make what had 
seemed crass into evidence of joyfulness, we 
put new faith in the ancient promise of peace 
and good will.

Everything is much simpler today; instead of 
solving a problem, you just subsidize it. 
* * * 
Teacher salaries have gone up a long way during 
these prosperous times. 
We are glad. A good teacher earns his money. 
It is an appealing career, offering unusual and 
distinctive opportunities for service. 
It is difficult to think of any profession which 
holds the promise of contributing more to the 
welfare of society. 
Because of teacher contributions to the welfare 
of all Americans, it is gratifying that so many 
young people are interested in going into the work 
as a career. 
Teaching has been damaged by low salaries. 
Many persons have taught either because they 
couldn’t think of anything else to do or because 
of circumstances that had little or nothing to 
do with a desire to teach, much less excel in it. 
It is amazing how many persons think that 
they can teach when so few are capable of 
teaching well. 
This may be because all have spent so much 
time in being taught that they are lulled by 
familiarity into making a false conclusion. 
Perhaps at the hands of an expert the job 
does look easy. It isn’t. Competent teachers 
aren’t numerous. 
A national survey among high school students 
shows that 43 per cent favor the professions 
as a career and that 22 percent want to be 
teachers. Only a relatively few want to go into 
business but that isn’t necessarily alarming. 
Many will convert after starting work in other 
fields. 
As might be expected more girls than boys 
want to teach. The survey also disclosed that 
girls were more altruistic in their occupational 
choices. A greater percentage wanted to work 
for an organization offering an opportunity to 
serve others. 
The teacher’s job is to educate free, independent 
and vigorous minds, capable of analyzing events 
and of exercising judgment, of distinguishing 
facts from propaganda and truth from half­ 
truths and lies, and of apprehending further 
reaches of truth. 
This is an awesome responsibility. 
Considering the general poor quality of teachers 
in the past, the casual ways in which teachers 
have been selected from the meager markets 
that has been available and the mediocre talents, 
dedication, ability and energy of so many who 
aspired to teach for so many reasons having no 
- bearing on the welfare of the educational process, 
it’s a wonder that the public school systems 
have progressed as much as they have. 
It is gratifying that progress is being made, 
that teaching has become inviting as a career 
instead of a mere stepping stone to matrimony, 
something anyone can do if they can’t find any­ 
thing anyone can do if they can’t find anything 
else or because it offers the appeal of a limited 
work year or other fringe benefits, imagined 
or real. 
The public has its own self interest at stake 
in encouraging able, dedicated, public spirited 
people with a zeal for service to take up teach­ 
ing. There will never be too many good teachers.

YULE CARDS CREATE NEW U.S. INDUSTRY 
A new industry was born when the first regularly 
published American Christmas cards were in­ 
troduced in 1875 by Louis Prang, the grand­ 
father of all American greeting cards. 
Thirty-two years earlier, John Calcott Horsley, 
R. A., painter and illustrator designed the first 
known Christmas cards for his friend Sir Henry 
Cole, the inaugurator and first director of the 
Victoria and Albert Museum in London, England. 
While 
no authenticated “first” American _ 
Christmas card has been discovered, some 
historians believe that R. H. Peace, a litho­ 
grapher of Albany, New York may have pio­ 
neered the first American Yuletide greeting 
which he lithographed about 1845. The card 
included a “commercial” by extending a “ Merry 
Christmas 
and a Happy New Year” from 
“ Peace’s Great Variety Store — in The Temple 
of Fancy.” 
Prang, a skilled printer from Germany, ar­ 
rived in Boston in 1850 and opened a small 
lithographing shop where he specialized indeli­ 
cately-tinted flower prints. 
By 1870, he was well established in Roxbury, 
Mass., where his reproductions of oil paintings 
were so finely executed that he enjoyed a sizable 
business in England in competition with leading 
publishers there. 
A woman employee in his London office sug­ 
gested that he print “ Merry Christmas” on 
some of his floral prints. By 1874, he had 
developed a good British Christmas card trade, 
and hence felt encouraged to offer his cards 
to the American public in 1875.

WASHINGTON - At the ap­ 
proach of Christmas, as Amer­ 
icans sing of peace on earth 
and good will toward men, Pres­ 
ident Johnson has made

painful decision to escalate the 
Viet Nam war. 
In tile year ahead, the U. S. 
commitment in South Viet Nam 
will be doubled. This means 
an end to the era of war-in- 
Viet Nam • but • peace«at4iome, 
the end of both guns and but­ 
ter. The home front must now 
be mobilized. Guns must come 
first, and the President 
is 
seriously debating whether to 
ask 
Congress 
for a 
formal 
declaration of war. 
MANPOWER - Gen. William- 
Westmoreland, the American 
Commander in South Viet Nam, 
is calling not only for a build­ 
up to 400,000 troops next year, 
but is almost frantic in de­ 
manding replacements now. 
Battle casualties, 
heat ex­ 
haustion and malaria have taken 
a more terrible toll than 
the 
public has been told. The First 
Cavalry Division was so short 
of replacements that it was 
forced to withdraw from the 
fighting around Plei Me. We 
simply have been flying out 
casualties filter than we have 
been flying replacements in. 
Another problem is that en­ 
listments have been expiring. 
Literally thousands of GIs have 
arrived in South Viet Nam bare­ 
ly in time to arrange their 
transportation home. Some has 
less than a month to go be­ 
fore their enlistments 
were 
up. Others, with 60 to 120 days 
left to serve, are now waiting 
to go home. 
To raise the necessary man­ 
power, not only will draft calls 
have to be increased in 1966, 
but reserve and national guard 
units will be ordered to active 
duty. 
TAX INCREASE - The Pres!- 
dent's financial jugglers are 
freely predicting that the Viet 
Nam war will take a $6 billion 
slash out of next year's budget. 
Others insist the cost will be

And the flow of both men and 
supplies from North to South

Gen. Westmoreland has ac­ 
knowledged privately that air 
attacks alone cannot seal off 
the jungle supply line. This 
network of jungle trails, many 
of them invisible from the air. 
would have to be seized and 
held 
by 
American 
ground 
forces in order to choke off 
the 
supplies, 
Westmoreland 
says. 
Meanwhile, Americans have 
been fighting bravely in Viet 
Nam. It would be a head-in- 
the-sand attitude, however, to 
claim that Americans are bet­ 
ter jungle fighters than the 
Guerrillas who have spent their 
lives in the jungle. 
The blunt truth is that Amer­ 
icans get exhausted from the 
heat and humidity, must 
be 
rotated every few days back 
to their base camp for rest, 
relaxation and recuperation. 
PEACE PROSPECTS — A 
truce, like the Tango, takes two. 
Not even the President's most 


optimistic 
advisers now be­ 
lieve that Communists will sit 
down at the truce table except 
on their own terms. 
The Communists, who take 
the long view, even see a propa­ 
ganda advantage to provoking 
the Americans. The harder the 
United States strikes, the more 
sympathy little North Viet Nam 
arouses for its Jack-the-giant- 
killer stand. 
The 
Communists 
are in­ 
creasingly effective in selling 
this as a war of Americans 
trying to impose their system 
upon 
people halfway around 
the world. The Reds have been 
able to convince many that this 
is also a war of Americans 
against Asians. No one in Asia 
buys LBJ*s plea that this is a 
war to help helpless South Viet 
Nam. 
For the moment, the Com­ 
munists appear more interested 
in propaganda than military vic­ 
tories, more anxious to win 
over the masses than to im­ 
press governments. 
Some 
of 
the 
Presidents 
closest advisers, such 
as de­ 
parting aide McGeorge Bundy 
and U. N. Ambassador Arthur 
Goldberg, are urging a dramatic 
move to impress upon 
the 
world America's desire 
for 
peace. They have pleaded with 
the President at least to stop 
bombing North Viet Nam long 
enough to convince the world 
that the United States has made 
every reasonable effort to end 
the fighting. Then, they argue, 
the Communists would be held 
responsible for prolonging the 
war. 
Meanwhile, the anti-war dem­ 
onstrations in the United States 
are giving Hanoi a false sense 
of what they consider to 
be 
their propaganda 
advantage. 
Norman Morrison, the young 
Quaker who burned himself to 
death in front of the Pentagon 
in protest against the war, is 
a public hero to the North Viet­ 
namese who, more than a month 
after his death, are still hold­ 
ing demonstrations in his honor.

latch onto. The war would be 
NO.

Since Johnson is an active, 
driving, im aginative man, anda 
very dramatic one, it would not 
be surprising if som etim e fairly 
soon he announced some kind of 
progress toward talks with the 
North V ietnam ese. 
Such 
an 
announcement, 
if 
made before C hristm as, would 
be doubly sensational, although 
there 
has been no indication 
anything of the kind is in store. 
But Johnson never rests when 
caught in a dilemma and he has 
never been caught in one like 
chis. 
So it can be assum ed he has 
been working hard while bomb­ 
ing North Viet Nam to make his 
efforts more convincing, at es­ 
tablishing contact direct or oth­ 
erw ise with North Viet Nam's 
president, Ho Chi Minh.

trol the future, what happened 
recently seem s a little odd. 
In

word of a peace feeler after 
talking with Ho Chi Minh. Tap 
word got to Johnson in a round­ 
about way. Tile whole thing got 
mixed up. 
The public got its first news of 
this through a story leaked to a 
new spaper, which was before 
the State Department acknowl­ 
edged anything about the pro­ 
fe s so r s' efforts. 
Its 
response was far from 
hearty. It was full of reserva­ 
tion s. As the story developed 
UJS. planes bombed a power 
plant in North Viet Nam near 
Haiphong. 
Tile 
Hanoi 
radio 
called the whole business “'puro 
fabrication."

NEW YORK—A va liability of 
qualified manpower is likely to 
set the lim its of sound growth 


for the UJS. economy in 19CG, 
according to an article In die 
Decem ber issue of The Morgan 
Guaranty Survey, published to­ 
day. 
Expected increases in the size 
o f the armed forces will more 
than offset the presently fore­

House Appropriations Commit­ 
tee from 1929 and was chair­ 
man, except during four years 
of Republican control 
of Con­ 
g ress, from 1941 to 1964 — one 
of the longest spans in gov­ 
ernm ental history. 
While the collection has yet 
to be opened and studied, it is 
said to contain Cannon's cor­ 
respondence with public 
of­ 
ficials in the national govern­ 
ment and other national lead­ 
e rs as well as state and local 
leaders in M issouri, his cor­ 
respondence 
concerning his 
travels abroad and of 
con­ 
ferences with officials of other 
governments; a file of all 
the 
speeches he made, and scrap 
books containing every press 
notice he received, good or lad, 
over a period of 50 years. 
"It will be im possible 
for 
historians studying the admin­ 


istrations of 
Roosevelt, Tru­ 
man, Eisenhower and Kennedy 
to 
com p elete their 
research 
without a look at the Cannon 
jap»ers," D r. Brownlee said. 
The closeness of tile Truman 
L ibrary at Independence and the 
Eisenhower L ibrary at Abilene, 
Kau., should make this area a 
mecda for historians of 
the 
two adm inistrations. 
Harvey added that no study 
of tile four adm inistrations can 
ba made without a look at fiscal 
policies, and in 
these Cannon 
always had a hand. 
"T he re se arch e r may not find 
all he wants in the 
Cannon 
papers, but he hasn't exhausted 
all his opportunities until 
he 
has gone through them ," Har­ 
vey added. 
Harvey said that files here 
should provide good "tip s" to 
re se a rc h e rs. 
Official letters 
of Cannon as chairm an of the 
A ppropriations committee, for 
instance, a re filed in 
federal 
archives, but personal letters 
to him concerning these mat­ 
te rs a re in his personal files. 
"A 
m ajor government 
of­

doesn't 
accumulate a

sid ers his ow n," Harvey said. 
"Official papers a re 
retained

Cannon was first elected to 
Congress in 1923 and went on 
the A ppropriations Committee 
in 1929.

M rs. Cannon specified in her 
gift that for 15 years,

until one year after her death,

NKW YORK (AP) — Where is 
all that money coming from for 
all 
that Christm as shopping? 
People are crowding the stores 
and buying higher-priced items 
and spending more than ever 
before. 
A lot of it may be going on the 
cuff to be paid for later. But this 
year people have more money 
in tiieir pockets and bank ac­ 
counts than ever before. 
And they are parting with it, 
som e because their own person­ 
al finances are heftier, some 
because they believe the war in 
Viet Nam will set off a boom 
like the Korean War did, some 
because they think goods are 
going to be higher priced in tile 
future and better be bought 
now. 
Back of all this feeling of well 
being are such things a s record 
. personal incomes, more jobs at 
higher pay, and orders pouring 
into the factories which seem to 
guarantee that prosperity will 
be around for awhile. 
Personal income has made a 
big gain this till. In Noveml>er 
it was running at a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of $045.6 
billion. All signs point to a fur­ 
ther advance this month. That’ s 
a lot of money to spend. 
Wages and salaries account 
for $370 billion of it, up $3.1 bil­ 
lion from October. Of the No­ 
vem ber advance, factory pay­ 
rolls account for a gain of $1.4 
billion to $120.2 billion. 
Much of the buying of high- 
priced goods in the stores today 
may be traced to the big gains 
this year in cash dividend pay. 
ments on stocks. Merchants say 
sale s of luxury goods often fol­ 
low the ups and downs of the 
dividend rates. 
This year dividends are run­ 
ning IO per cent above a year 
ago, for a total so far of $15.6 
billion. This month is seeing a 
flood of extras or yearend pay­ 
ments. They are expected to 
push the total well above $16 
billion. 
Store buying is likely to re­ 
flect guesses on how fam ilies 
will fare next year a s well as 
how they are making out cur­ 
rently.

That’ s just about the way It 
should sound, according to Miss 
Elizabeth 
P)ston, a 
British 
composer and expert on medie­ 
val music. 
M iss Poston has strong views 
on tile things that have hap­ 
pened to carols on their way 
do.vn the centuries. Especially 
‘ "W en ceslas." 
C arols, according to M iss Pos­ 
ton, were originally Intended for 
dancing. They were folk songs 
and not necessarily religious. 
Tile medieval clergy decided 
that dancing in church would 
not do. So carols went under­ 
ground. They survived precar­ 
iously for hundreds of years in 
remote villages. 
Then under Victorian revival­ 
ists, carols came back— with a 
whimper. They took the tunes, 
wrote their own words and load­ 
ed down the result with church 
haro monies. 
This 
is what happened to 
"W enceslas.’ ’ The tune, once a 


splendidly gay and virile dance 
m easure, dates from the 13th 
century, M iss Poston say s. 
The words were written in 
1853 by Dr. John Mason Neale. 
M iss Poston, in a foreward to 
the "Penguin Book of Christm as 
C arols,” describes his grafting 
operation as "the dreariest cd 
travesties.”

Ii you want to know what win­ 
ter holds—4t comes tonight —• 
Just ask a caterpillar or a perch, 
look at the moon or consult the 
almanac. You'll get a different 
answer every time. 
If caterpillars speak your lan­ 
guage, it'll be a run-of-the mill 
winter. The perches say it will 
be mild at first — so does the 
moon, although the rockets kind 
of get in the way. 
But the fog-counters, volcano- 
readers and the almanacs pre­ 
dict a bitter time of it with more 
than enough snow to keep even 
the hardinest of skiers happy. 
When winter comes schussing 
in tonight it's likely to find more 
pine needles than snow on the 
ground. But, 
those 
resorts 
where snow has fallen are pack­ 
ing them in. 
In Miami, at resorts of a dif­ 
ferent sort, vacationers 
are 
hoping to get brown under the 
sun •• while their winterbound 
neighbors turn green with envy 
and blue from the cold. 
Winter comes officially at 8:41 
p.m. (EST) today, hours after 
darkness will have fallen on the 
day of the year with the least 
amount of daylight. If it's any 
compensation, Venus will attain 
her greatest brilliance. 
Ski lodges are going great in 
Colorado, New Mexico, upper 
New England and California — 
where some winters the resorts 
never open for lack of snow. In 
other places, the bare ground 
isn't luring many skiers. 
In 
the 
weather 
predicting 
business there are as many 
ways of arriving at the wrong 
conclusion as there are snow­ 
flakes in a blizzard. 
The Old Farmer's Almanac 
predicts 91 inches of snow tor 
the winter season (starting Nov. 
I), which is 26.6 inches above 
normal. The almanac also pre­ 
dicts temperatures will average 
33.67 — 3.5 degrees below nor­ 
mal. 
In the upstate New York ham­ 
let of Charlton, George Casa- 
bonne, 79, known locally as 
Cousin George, says the winter 
will “not be too bad.” Casa- 
bonne bases his predictions on 
moon signs and confesses to a 
little trouble reading them this 
year because of “ those darned 
rocket shots and sputniks.” 
Mathon Kyritsis of Waukegan, 
111., reads the peregrinations of 
perch for his advance tips on 
the weather. He said a two-inch 
snowfall hasn't shaken his pre­ 
diction of a green Christmas for 
the Midwest. “ Whoever hears of 
a fish fibbing?” he asked. 
He makes his predictions ac­ 
cording to how deep the perch 


are running. Kyritsis says the 
fish are getting deeper and 
deeper and “that means it's 
going to turn cold about two 
weeks hence.” 
Louis 
Rubin of Richmond, 
Va., who has gained national 
fame for his long-range predic­ 
tions based on volcanic erup­ 
tions, says this will be a colder 
than usual winter. 
Down in Crab Orchard, Tenn., 
Helen Lane, correspondent for 
the 
Crossville Chronical, 
makes her forecasts on the num­ 
ber of snows In Tennessee from 
the 
number of fogs in the 
Cumberland plateau area during 
August. 
“ If it snows for all the fogs," 
she writes, “ we will have to tie 
a string to the coal pile In order 
to find it this winter. Indications 
of a rough winter are thick corn 
husks, 
low-hanging 
hornets 
nests, heavier than usual leaves 
on the tree. These low-hanging 
leaves are nature's way of pro­ 
viding 
protection tor spring 
flowers.” 
Tubby Toms, outdoor writer 
for the Indianapolis News, pre­ 
dicts a normal “ run-of-mlll" 
winter. His clues include loose 
corn shucks and an equal abun­ 
dance of brown and black cater­ 
pillars. He said if there were 
more black ones that would 
mean a nasty winter ahead.

Weary UN Delegates 
Seek to End Session 


UNITED 
NATIONS, 
N.Y. 
(AP) — U.N, delegates pushed 
w earily to close the lid tonight 
on a General Assembly that has 
plowed through two years of 
accum ulated business and bro­ 
ken a few precedents. 
Assembly President Amintore 
Fanfani was expected to gavel 
the grueling session to a close 
late tonight or in the early 
morning hours, depending on 
the volume of windup oratory. 
It will mean the end of an as­ 
sem bly that had to take time 
out from current business to 
clean up financial and house­ 
keeping item s untouched during 
la st year’s session paralyzed by 
the voting deadlock over peace­ 
keeping finances. 
In the past three months, the 
delegates also were host to such 
figures as Pope Paul VI, British 
Prim e M inister Harold Wilson, 
A ustrian 
Chancellor 
Josef 
Klaus and President Mohammed 
Ayub Khan of Pakistan. 
Cutting in on the work sched­ 
ule of key delegates were Secu­ 
rity Council debates on the 
strife in Cyprus, the independ­ 
ence declaration of Rhodesia’s 
white minority government, the 
India-Paklstan conflict and the 
situation in Portugal's African 
te rrito rie s. 
The assem bly session saw 
Red China's boosters make the 
strongest showing yet in their 
15-year struggle to capture the 
Chinese seat for Poking. 


It also saw the big A slan-Afri­ 
can group maneuver Itself Into 
the power role It has been seek­ 
ing since 1955, when new Asian 
and African states began flock­ 
ing Into the organization. 
Brushing aside UJ3. objec­ 
tions, the Asian-Africans Mon­ 
day night rammed through the 
117-nation assem bly a proposal 
which In effect Junked the long­ 
standing rule that important 
Issues require a two-thirds ma­ 
jority for approval. 
Despite warnings from UJS. 
Am bassador A rthur J . Goldberg 
that 
a 
dangerous 
precedent 
would be set, the assem bly 
deckled that a resolution before 
it calling for elim ination of colo­ 
nialism required only a simple 
m ajority for approval. 
W estern 
diplom ats 
were 
plainly disturbed at the move. 
They predicted it might be ap­ 
plied successfully to such ques­ 
tions as the seating of China and 
even disarm am ent. 
The 
Aslan-Afrlcan

Symington has, I would 
say, 
the widest scope among 
the 
inform ed, influential Senators 
whose votes on treaty ratifica­ 
tion a r e uncom mitted and there­ 
for crucial. 
HE BELONGS to what may be 
called the Hardware Set. He's 
a m ember of two of the three 
com m ittees dealing with weap­ 
onry, Armed Service and Space 
(Atomic Energy is third). Also, 
h e's a m em ber of Foreign Re­ 
lations. 
In this combination, Symington 
encom passes the utmost of both 
practical and theoretical think­ 
ing as applied to the treaty. 
More than that, 
Symington, 
bom in 1901, as in the grand­ 
father class, and this adds a 
dimension that is missing in 
his 
colleagues of the 
World 
War D generation. 
Symington's greatest adm ira­ 
tion is for his friend, Sir Win­ 
ston Churchill, He is constant­ 
ly aware of how that grand old 
man foresaw both the Intracta­ 
bility of the Com munists and the 
inevitability of nuclear confla­ 
gration unless (together with the 
Com m unists) we can somehow 
control nuclear power. 
This aw areness of Churchill's 
prophetic 
sense goes a 
way 
toward explaining why Syming­

make no bargain whatever with 
the Reds. 
The Senator believes in b a r­ 
gaining with, but never tru st­ 
ing, the Reds. 
Therefore, our 
ability to detect Russian cheat- 
testing, and our ability to snap 
alm ost instantly into resum p­ 
tion of testing, are twin condi­ 
tions to Symington's support of 
Mr. Kennedy's treaty. 
If this seem s complicated, so 
is the treaty-m aking, despite its 
apparent sim plicity and lim ita­ 
tion. 
And com plicated, too, is 
Symington's thinking, being a 
combination of distrusting Rus­ 
sia, hoping to leave a free coun­ 
try and an uncontaminated earth 
for his grandchildren, and doing 
the right thing with the knowl­ 
edge he possesses. 
BECAUSE OF so much com ­ 
pounded com plication, Syming­ 
ton's position has l>een misun­ 
derstood.

He received his doctorate from 
Iowa State U niversity where he 
taught from 1954 to 1963. 
Senne served In the Navy Sea- 
bees 
for four years during 
World War n and regularly 
“ navigated” all the ships on 
which he sailed with Ingenious­ 
ly contrived home-made equip­ 
ment. His calculations were so 
accurate that lie was som etim es 
called upon for the official read ­ 
ing of the ship’s position.

He hopes 
that eventually there will lie an 
observatory for research and 
instruction on the Rolla cam ­ 
pus.

Then along com e all these beau­ 
tiful letters and you see Just 
how wrong you w ere. 
“ People do care.” 
Stricken at 15, M iss Smith has 
been in and out of hospitals 26 
tim es, received the last rites of 
the Roman Catholic Church six 
tim es and was on the critical 
list 
“ at least a dozen other 
tim es.” 
The blood d isease, lupus er­ 
ythem atosus, once was consid­ 
ered progressively total but now 
is controllable with proper med­ 
icin es. 
“ Any courage and determ ina­ 
tion I have I owe to my mother 
and I'm going to be home with 
her and Dad for the C hristm as 
holidays,” M iss Smith told The 
A ssociated P ress 12 days ago.

The Viet Cong's Liberation 
Radio 
couples a 
“ we-can't- 
lo se” propaganda campaign in 
South Viet Nam with highly ex­ 
aggerated descriptions of var­ 
ious 
protest 
dem onstrations 
around the w orld, and particu­ 
larly in the United States. 
In A m erica, these broadcasts 
say, protests have risen to un­ 
precedented intensity and have 
become “ the m ost violent strug­ 
gle in U - S v H istory,” which has 
left the Johnson adm inistration 
“ extrem ely 
em barrassed and 
fearful.” 
Hints from North Viet Nam 
thus may have little to do with 
any real intention to negotiate 
on term s acceptable to the Unit­ 
ed States. Rather these “ feel­ 
e r s” may be intended to add to 
the 
Johnson adm inistration's 
troubles by placing it in the po­ 
sition of rejecting peace over­ 
tures. 
This hypothesis becom es cred­ 
ible against the background oi 
recent Viet Cong propaganda.

indicates 
Communist 
agents now can be expected to 
mount strong efforts to bring 
the war to the cities of South 
Viet Nam by m eans of political 
attack.

Under Federal Fair Employ­

actual fact, Executive Director 
Peter C. Robertson explained, 
most complaints were not made 
to the state agency but to a fed­ 
eral agency. The federal agency 
would 
then 
write 
the state 
agency and send the complaint. 
The state agency would then 
have 60 days to deal with the 
matter and if neither a settle­ 
ment nor significant progress 
has been made, the federal 
agency will begin an investi­ 
gation of the complaint. 
The changes in the state FEP 
law make it applicable to em­ 
ployers of 25 or more; previ­ 
ously it applied to employers 
of 50 or more.

country's major port and paid a 
return call on the Uong Bi pow­ 
er station, which supplies elec­ 
tricity to Haiphong and Hanoi. 
The Communists sent up sev­ 
eral 
m issiles against the U J5„ 
Air Force and Navy planes but 
they missed their mark, the 
spokesman said. The American 
pilots 
spotted 
som e MIG17s 
over North Viet Nam, but the 
Communist jets did not attack 
the faster UjS. planes. 
Air Force pilots made 52 as­ 
saults over the North, dropping 
115 tons of 750-pound bombs and 
firing rockets and cannon as 
well. 
Three fighter-bombers were 
shot down by ground fire, UJS. 
spokesmen reported, and only 
one of the pilots was rescued. 
In the South, a big Cl 30 troop 
transport crashed near the Tuy 
Hoa air base on a resupply mis­ 
sion. Viet Cong ground fire 
drove off rescue helicopters, 
and it was not immediately 
known how many 
men were 
aboard. 
UJS. infantrymen rescued two 
A merican construction men and 
a Vietnamese driver from Viet 
Cong 
kidnapers 
early today 
when the Communist unit stum­ 
bled into a GI ambush. 
A fourth captive, a Dutchman, 
was killed by the Viet Cong be­ 
fore they fled into a forest 
alongside a road near Di An, 15 
m iles northeast of Saigon. 
Navy planes from the carrier 
Kitty Hawk went aloft at noon 
today and bombed a major high­ 
way bridge just north of Hai­ 
phong in the deepest penetration 
yet of the Haiphong-Hanoi in­ 
dustrial complex. Spokesmen 
said they scored five direct hits. 
Earlier, 
the Kitty Hawk^s 
planes attacked the Uong BI 
power station, 14, m iles north­ 
east of Haiphong, following up a 
raid last Wednesday by a flight 
of Air Force F105 TTiunder- 


chiefs. The Air Force pilots 
claimed 
their strikes, 
the 
closest until then to Haiphong, 
knocked out the plant with bulls- 
eye hits, cutting off 25 per cent 
of Haiphong's power and 
a 
third of Hanoi's. 
Spokesmen gave no immedi­ 
ate explanation for the return 
visit but said the Navy pilots 
reported unloading their bombs 
in the target area. Reconnais­ 
sance showed sections of Hai­ 
phong and Hanoi still without 
electricity, the spokesmen said. 
An 
Air 
Force F105 took 
a burst of ack-ack and crashed 
into the Gulf of Tonkin. The pi­ 
lot, Capt. John S» Ruffo, 331 of 
Mount Morris, N.Y., was picked 
up within 10 minutes by an am­ 
phibious rescue plane. He suf­ 
fered only superficial injuries. 
Overhead 
a flight of UJS* 
planes giving protective cover 
spotted two MIG 17s approach­ 
ing from 
Haiphong but they 
spun off a high speed and head­ 
ed toward Communist China. 
Over the South, B52s 
made 
the run from Guam unloading 
tons of explosives on a suspect­ 
ed Communist base 
35 miles 
southeast of Saigon. A column 
of white smoke rose from the 
target. 
On the ground, an operation 
by the 1st Air Cavalry Division 
in Binh Dinh 
Province, 300 
m iles 
northeast 
of Saigon, 
slowed to a comparative halt as 
the Viet Cong fled. Government 
troops abandoned the Hiep Due 
outpost south of Da Nang 
be­ 
cause, officials said, it was 
too remote to defend. The Viet­ 
namese forces recaptured the 
outpost last month in a bitter 
fight 
after it had been over­ 
run by the Reds. 
The four construction men 
were seized by the Viet Cong 
Monday afternoon near a rock 
quarry where they worked fora 
major 
military 
contractor. 
They had gone to the quarry 
without a military escort. 
A platoon of the UJS„ 1st In­ 
fantry Division surprised the 
Communists as they marched 
the captives with hands tied be­ 
hind their backs in the dark. 


When the Americans opened 
fire, the captives dropped into a 
ditch but Otto Shulton, 58, a 
Dutch citizen living in South 
Burnaby, B.C., Canada, was 
slain by his Viet Cong guard. 
Those rescued were Edwin D. 
Jones, 48, of El Centro, Calif.; 
Henry Hudson, 
52 
of Menlo 
Park, Calif., 
and 
Hudson’s 
Vietnamese 
chauffeur, 
Van 
Xuong. All are 
employed by 
R.M .K. International, 
a com­ 
bine of five U. S. firm s that 
does most of the big Ameri­ 
can military construction work 
in South Viet Nam. 


Both Jones, the quarry super­ 
intendent, and Hudson, a con­ 
struction executive, said 
the 
Viet Cong treated them well 
and even gave them beer on a 
fast march apparently toward 
Zone D, the Communist jungle 
redoubt. 
About 
midnight, the group 
was suddenly fired on when it 
ran into the platoon commanded 
by Lt. George Steinberg, 24, of 
Milwaukee, Wis. Steinberg said 
he and his men opened up when 
they spotted about 25 Viet Cong. 
A Viet Cong jumped on top of 
Jones in the ditch in an effort to 
escape the machine-gun fire. 
When the Americans directed 
grenade launchers at the Viet 
Cong, they fled, leaving the cap­ 
tives behind. 


One of the construction work­ 
ers shouted: “ Don’t fire. There 
are Americans here." 
“ Who 
are 
you 
kidding?" 
Steinberg 
replied, 
recalling 
past attempts by English-speak­ 
ing Viet Cong to lure UJS. troops 
into traps. 
The construction workers per­ 
sisted in their pleas. The GIs 
eventually satisfied themselves 
after the Americans gave de­ 
tails about life in the United 
States. 
Shulton's body was found rid­ 
dled. He had been the quarry 
manager. Neither Hudson nor 
Jones saw him shot but said 
they were convinced his guard 
opened up with a grease gun, a 
type of submachine gun, as soon 
as the Americans began firing.

craft carrier for the Navy. 


Final budget decisions have 
not yet been made but there has 
been speculation that the new 
defense money request may top 
this year's $49 billion by as 
much as $10 billion.

A PAID-FOR CHRISTMAS 
Financial writers keep trying to tell the 
American public that, from a dollars-and-cents 
viewpoint, Christmas Clubs don’t make much 
sense. Only a few banks pay any kind of interest 
on money put into the Christmas accounts. Yet 
the club year just ended found about 15 million 
Americans depositing a record $1.85 billion in 
Christmas Club accounts at 10,000 banks and 
savings institutions. 
Early in November all this money was mailed 
back to members. About 38 per cent of it is 
expected to go toward Yuletide purchases. The 
Christmas Club Corporation says the remainder 
is destined for savings and investment, tax pay­ 
ments, year-end bills, or other purposes far 
removed from the celebration of Christmas. 
Many members cheerfully concede that they 
wouldn’t save anything without some form of 
compulsion. So they sign up to make regular 
weekly deposits (of 50 cents to $20) for 50 
weeks. Actually the balance in the club may be 
withdrawn at any time before the expiration 
of the 50 weeks. But having, in effect, pledged 
themselves to make the deposits, most members 
do so faithfully. 
From time to time some public official thinks 
he will try to do Club members a favor by 
requiring under state law that interest be paid 
on Christmas Club accounts. Such proposals 
fail to generate much enthusiasm among Club 
members. They seem to feel that a paid-for 
Christmas is reward enough.

SONGS OF INNOCENCE 
Summer is not yet ready to surrender its 
greenery to autumn when the mailman brings 
the first Christmas catalogues from those dar­ 
ling mail-order stores, those that offer gadgets 
and gimmicks to make you “the life of the 
party” and your house the cutest on the block. 
More of the catalogues arrive 
before the 
chyrsantehmums bloom or the first advertise­ 
ments for whisky decanters—“at no extra cost, 
of course” —appear. And they provoke the first 
mutterings about gaudy commercialism, ma­ 
terialism and vulgarity. 
Even before Thanksgiving Day, stores were 
decked with boughs of holly. The crowds be­ 
come more and more impenetrable. The Santas 
appear at the street corners with their dinner 
bells. The loud-speakers add to the din. Traf­ 
fic bee- n es snarly and tempers short. Cold, 
sleet, tnaw and slush begrime the big tinsel 
trees and wreaths. Undecorous man’s love for 
his undecorous fellow man cools with the winter 
wind. R eligious posters appear on the billboards, 
some of them sponsored by the John Birch 
Society. And the muttering becomes more volu­ 
ble. 
Radio and television join in spreading “the 
spirit of the season.” Seemingly without the 
least sense of incongruity, their “person­ 
alities” add a holiday pitch to their usual 
banalities. Commercials for auto dealers, pill 
makers, razor peddlers and embalmers now are 
pepped up with Christmas themes, more of 
them devoted to the red-nosed reindeer than 
to the Christ Child. 
The cards, purchased not a day too soon, 
should be addressed and notes scribbled to 
distant friends not seen from year-end to year- 
end. But it’s trying hard to sit down to the task. 
The season seems utterly alien to those snow- 
scapes, English coaching scenes and medieval 
Yule logs. Then the round of parties begins, 
but even the response to hospitality warms only 
slowly. There may even be a temptation to turn 
churlish just to let the world know that it is 
not at all as it ought to be. 
Then in a quite moment, somehow free of 
distraction and irritations, a carol is hard, 
the words as clear as the voices. And scene 
and spirit are transformed. Everything is suf­ 
fused with warmth, cheer, generosity. Magic? 
Yes, the wonder worked by innocence. For the 
moving beauty of the carols is compounded of 
innocence and little else. On every eve of Christ­ 
mas this becomes mainfest, especially in the 
singing of children. 
The carols, the early ones dating from the 
Middle Ages and the first creche as well as 
an occasional new one from the disc industry, 
do not have the majestic sonority of the festi­ 
val music of Bach and Handel. Nor do they 
have the Tin-pan Alley polish of a hit tune. 
They are utterly simple, expressing sincere 
sentiment, not sentimentality. They proclaim the 
purity of heart which is the essence of in­ 
nocence. They tell the Christmas story, or 
announce a response to it, as simply as did Luke, 
and before him the herald angels. 
That is why they transform the far from 
simple preparations for the holiday. They add 
the sparkle of wonder and beauty to garish 
wrappings and bows, and to the tree’s baubles 
and lights. They make its big Bethlehem star 
shine brighter than Betelgeuse. 
From the Adeste Fidelis to the song of the 
drummer boy, the songs of Christmas—which 
may not be sung in any other season—have 
this power of transformation. Their innocence 
unfailingly touches all who hear them, evoking 
joy, affection and tenderness. They urge all to 


go to the mountain to tell that the world is 
wonderful. As they once again make what had 
seemed crass into evidence of joyfulness, we 
put new faith in the ancient promise of peace 
and good will. 
* * * 
Everything is much simpler today; instead of 
solving a problem, you just subsidize it. 
* * * 
Teacher salaries have gone up a long way during 
these prosperous times. 
We are glad. A good teacher earns his money. 
It is an appealing career, offering unusual and 
distinctive opportunities for service. 
It is difficult to think of any profession which 
holds the promise of contributing more to the 
welfare of society. 
Because of teacher contributions to the welfare 
of all Americans, it is gratifying that so many 
young people are interested in going into the work 
as a career. 
Teaching has been damaged by low salaries. 
Many persons have taught either because they 
couldn’t think of anything else to do or because 
of circumstances that had little or nothing to 
do with a desire to teach, much less excel in it. 
It is amazing how many persons think that 
they can teach when so few are capable of 
teaching well. 
This may be because all have spent so much 
time in being taught that they are lulled by 
familiarity into making a false conclusion. 
Perhaps at the hands of an expert the job 
does look easy. It isn’t. Competent teachers 
aren’t numerous. 
A national survey among high school students 
shows that 43 per cent favor the professions 
as a career and that 22 percent want to be 
teachers. Only a relatively few want to go into 
business but that isn’t necessarily alarming.. 
Many will convert after starting work in other 
fields. 
As might be expected more girls than boys 
want to teach. The survey also disclosed that 
girls were more altruistic in their occupational 
choices. A greater percentage wanted to work 
for an organization offering an opportunity to 
serve others. 
The teacher’s job is to educate free, independent 
and vigorous minds, capable of analyzing events 
and of exercising judgment, of distinguishing 
facts from propaganda and truth from half- 
truths and lies, and of apprehending further 
reaches of truth. 
This is an awesome responsibility. 
Considering the general poor quality of teachers 
in the past, the casual ways in which teachers 
have been selected from the meager markets 
that has been available and the mediocre talents, 
dedication, ability and energy of so many who 
aspired to teach for so many reasons having no 
" bearing on the welfare of the educational process, 
it’s a wonder that the public school systems 
have progressed as much as they have. 
It is gratifying that progress is being made, 
that teaching has become inviting as a career 
instead of a mere stepping stone to matrimony, 
something anyone can do if they can’t find any­ 
thing anyone can do if they can’t find anything 
else or because it offers the appeal of a limited 
work year or other fringe benefits, imagined 
or real. 
The public has its own self interest at stake 
in encouraging able, dedicated, public spirited 
people with a zeal for service to take up teach­ 
ing. There will never be too many good teachers.

YULE CARDS CREATE NEW U.S. INDUSTRY 
A new industry was born when the first regularly 
published American Christmas cards were in­ 
troduced in 1875 by Louis Prang, the grand­ 
father of all American greeting cards. 
Thirty-two years earlier, John Calcott Horsley, 
R. A., painter and illustrator designed the first 
known Christmas cards for his friend Sir Henry 
Cole, the inaugurator and first director of the 
Victoria and Albert Museum in London, England. 
While 
no authenticated “first” American. 
Christmas card has been discovered, some 
historians believe that R. H. Peace, a litho­ 
grapher of Albany, New York may have pio­ 
neered the first American Yuletide greeting 
which he lithographed about 1845. The card 
included a ‘ ‘commercial” by extending a ‘ ‘Merry 
Christmas 
and a Happy New Year” from 
“ Peace’s Great Variety Store — in The Temple 
of Fancy.” 
Prang, a skilled printer from Germany, ar­ 
rived in Boston in 1850 and opened a small 
lithographing shop where he specialized in deli­ 
cately-tinted flower prints. 
By 1870, he was well established in Roxbury, 
Mass., where his reproductions of oil paintings 
were so finely executed that he enjoyed a sizable 
business in England in competition with leading 
publishers there. 
A woman employee in his London office sug­ 
gested that he print “Merry Christmas” on 
some of his floral prints. By 1874, he had 
developed a good British Christmas card trade, 
and hence felt encouraged to offer his cards 
to the American public in 1875.

MANPOWER - Gen. William

peace. They have pleaded with 
the President at least to stop 
bombing North Viet Nam long 
enough to convince the world 
that the United States has made 
every reasonable effort to end 
the fighting. Then, they argue, 
the Communists would be held 
responsible for prolonging the 
war. 
Meanwhile, the anti-war dem­ 
onstrations in the United States 
are giving Hanoi a false sense 
of what they consider to be 
their propaganda 
advantage. 
Norman Morrison, the young 
■Quaker who burned himself to 
death in front of the Pentagon 
in protest against the war, is 
a public hero to the North VleU 
namese who, more than a month 
after his death, are still hold­ 
ing demonstrations in his honor.

WASHINGTON (AP) — P resi- 
dent Johnson has a number of 
reasons, besides what it would 
mean in liv e s saved, for work* 
ing 
out 
an 
agreem ent with 
North Viet Nam to talk about a 
peace settlem ent. 
No president in this century 
matched him in the amount of 
important 
legislation he got 
through C ongress in this one 
year. But he probably faces a 
storm y tim e with C ongress next 
year if the war continues. 
In addition, 1966 is a congres­ 
sional election year when the 
Republicans w ill try to make 
issu es of anything they can 
latch onto. The war would be 
N o. 1. 
Since Johnson is an active, 
driving, im aginative man, and a 
very dramatic one, it would not 
be surprising if som etim e fairly 
soon he announced som e kind of 
progress toward talks with the 
North V ietnam ese. 
Such 
an 
announcement, 
if 
made before C hristm as, would 
be doubly sensational, although 
there has been no indication 
anything of the kind is in store. 
But Johnson never rests when 
caught in a dilem m a and he has 
never been caught in one like 
this. 
So it can be assum ed he has 
been working hard while bomb­ 
ing North Viet Nam to make his 
efforts more convincing, at es­ 
tablishing contact direct or oth­ 
erw ise with North Viet Nam’s 
president, Ho Chi Minh. 
Because Johnson is a vigorous 
man who tries to anticipate and 
shape events him self, instead of 
negatively letting chance con­ 


trol the future, what happened 
recently seem s a little odd. 
In the past few weeks two 
Italian professors who visited 
North Viet Nam returned with 
word of a peace feeler after 
talking with Ho Chi Minh. The 
word gat to Johnson in a round­ 
about way. The whole thing got 
mixed up. 
The public got its first news of 
this through a story leaked to a 
newspaper, which was before 
the State Department acknowl­ 
edged anything about the pro­ 
fe sso r s’ efforts. 
Its response was far from 
hearty. It was full of reserva­ 
tion s. As the story developed 
UJS. planes bombed a power 
plant in North Viet Nam near 
Haiphong. 
The 
Hanoi 
radio 
called the whole business “‘puro 
fabrication.” 
This seem ed to end it. But the 
bombing of the power plant 
could be taken as a Johnsonian 
nudge to the Communists that 
w orse was to com e unless they 
began to show som e w illingness 
to discuss peace, 
This hasn’t visibily im pressed 
them yet. But Johnson, besides 
h is obligation as President to do 
his utmost to ODtain peace, has 
an inner drive to succeed. 
He knows it would be consid 
ered 
a tremendous achieve­ 
ment. here and abroad, if he 
could get peace talks going. 
And, if there was a cease-fire- 
or just peace talks, much of the 
steam would be taken out oi the 
Republicans and Johnson, with 
renewed 
prestige, 
could look 
forward to a happier congres­ 
sional year than otherw ise! inks 
lik ely.

NEW YORK—Availability of 
qualified manpower is likely to 
set the lim its of sound growth 


for the UJS. economy in 1966, 
according to an article in the 
Decem ber issu e of The Morgan 
Guaranty Survey, published to­ 
day. 
Expected in creases in the size 
o f the armed forces will more 
than offset the presently fore­ 
seeable rise in the total laoor 
force 
next year, 
the article 
sa y s. 
As 
a result, to match 
this year’s gain of 1.700.000 
in civilian employment could 
require drawing som e 600,000 
workers from the ranks of the 
unemployed. 
“ Such a dr*ft,” the hank pub­ 
lication states, “would bring the 
unemployment 
rate down to 
around 3.7 per cent of the labor 
fo rce. On the basis of past ex­ 
perience, the cost of achieving 
that 
level 
of unemployment 
would very likely be the onset 
of powerful upward pressure on 
w ages and prices throughout the 
econom y.” This would require 
that fiscal and monetary re­ 
straint 
“ be 
aggressively 
applied to prevent a total break­ 
out.”

lik ely, and with no expectation

If there is no acceleration in 
price in crea ses, the bank’s dis­ 
cussion continues, this would 
mean tn current-dollar term s a 
GNP total for the year in the 
range of $712 billion.

price stability is threatened,

states, by 
the 
strength 
of 
demand in 
the 
econom y. 
In the light of this condition, 
the bank study com m ents of the 
recent action of the Federal 
R eserve Board in approving an 
in crease in the discount rate 
and lifting the celling on interest 
rates 
paid 
on tim e deposits. 
The changes, it says, “ make 
it possible for the monetary 
authorities to restrain effec­ 
tively the rale of credit growth- 
and to do so without producing 
kinks in the flow of funds that 
would interfere with the real­ 
ization of maximum output in 
real term s.” 
On the sam e subject, the Mor­ 
gan Guaranty monthly notes that 


“ wni’.e puolic attention has fo­ 
cused chiefly on the increase in 
som e com 'nercial bank lending 
rates, the lifting of the ceiling

Council of Economic A dvisers 
m easures between actual and 
potential output. 
Eventual fig­ 
ures for GNP in the final quar­ 
ter of 1965 probably will snow 
that this spread, as calculated 
by the formula which the Coun­ 
cil has oeen using, has iallen

The 
Council put it a little over 4 
per cent a year ago and at 
10 per cent when the current 
business cycle expansion first 
began.” 
To help contain demand pres­ 
su res, the bank monthly states, 
“ a substantial reduction 
for

1967 from this year’s 
prospective deficit of $5-7 bil­ 
lion would clearly be desirable” 
in 
the adm inistrative budget. 
The Survey cautions that “ very- 
unfortunate 
consequences” 
could result if the Adm inistra- — 
tion should rely on w age-price 
admonitions to control inflation. 
“ In a situation of generalized 
demand p ressu re,” 
it notes, 
“ there would be little likelihood 
that the government could suc­ 
cessfu lly 
monitor 
price and 
wage developm ents in anything 
more than a relative handful of 
conspicious Industries. Without 
statutory authority and elabo­ 
rate 
control 
machinery, hun­ 
dreds of thousands of wage and 
price decisions would be beyond 
its reach.”

COLUMBIA - Mrs. Clarence 
Cannon has presented papers 
of the late Rep. Cannon (D. 
Mo.), covering a span 
of half 
a century of government ser- 
vice 
and including 
nearly 
two decades as chairman 
of 
the powerful House appropria­ 
tions Committee, to the Wes­ 
tern Manuscripts Collection of 
the University of Missouri. 
Formal presentation will take 
place at the Cannon home 
In 
Elsberry on Dec. 29 by Mrs. 
Cannon, in the presence of her 
two daughters, Mrs. William 
I. Pixley of Huntleigh Wood* 
and Mrs. Harry B. Hackethorn 
of Houston, Texas. Mrs.Cannon 
plans to augment the papers with 
a 
large 
collection of photo­ 
graphs which she is in the 
process of identifying. 
President Elmer Ellis of the 
University will accept 
the 
collection. He will be 
ac­ 
companied to Elsberry by Dr. 
Richard S„ Brownlee, director 
of the Western Historical Manu­ 
scripts 
Collection and of the 
State Historical Society 
of 
Missouri, and Dr. George 
Y. 
Harvey, assistant to 
the Uni­ 
versity vice president for re­ 
search and lecturer in political 
science and former 
staff di­ 
rector of the House Committee 
on Appropriations. 
Cannon, whose death occurred 
May 12, 1964, was on 
the 
House Appropriations Commit­ 
tee from 1929 and was chair­ 
man, except during four years 
of Republican control 
of Con­ 
gress, from 1941 to 1964 « one 
of the longest spans in gov­ 
ernmental history. 
While the collection has yet 
to be opened and studied, it is 
said to contain Cannon's cor­ 
respondence with public 
of­ 
ficials in the national govern­ 
ment and other national 1 eid­ 
ers as well as state and local 
leaders in Missouri, his cor­ 
respondence 
concerning his 
travels abroad and of 
con­ 
ferences with officials of other 
governments; a file of all 
the 
speeches he made, and scrap 
books containing every press 
notice he received, good or bad, 
over a period of 50 years. 
"It will be impossible for 
historians studying the admin­ 


istrations of Roosevelt, Tru­ 
man, Eisenhower and Kennedy 
to complete their 
research 
without a look at the Cannon 
papers,” Dr. Brownlee said. 
The closeness of the Truman 
Library at Independence and the 
Eisenhower Library at Abilene, 
Kan., should make this area a 
mecda for historians of 
the 
two administrations. 
Harvey added that no study 
of the four administrations can 
be made without a look at fiscal 
policies, and in 
these Cannon 
always had a hand. 
"The researcher may not find 
all he wants in the 
Cannon 
papers, but he hasn't exhausted 
all his opportunities until 
he 
has gone through them ," Har­ 
vey added. 
Harvey said that files here 
should provide good “ tip s" to 
researchers. 
Official letters 
of Cannon as chairman of the 
Appropriations committee, for 
instance, are filed in 
federal 
archives, but personal letters 
to him concerning these mat­ 
ters are in his personal files. 
"A major government 
of­ 
ficial 
doesn't 
accumulate a 
great mass of m aterials he con­ 
siders his own," Harvey said. 
"Official papers are 
retained 
by the government." 
Cannon was first elected to 
Congress in 1923 and went on 
the Appropriations Committee 
in 1929. He was chairman long­ 
er than any other person in his­ 
tory. 
Mrs. Cannon specified in her 
gift that for 15 years, 
or 
until one year after her death,

Spent 
on Gifts

NEW YORK (A P) — Where is 
all that money coming from for 
all that Christmas shopping? 
People are crowding the stores 
and buying higher-priced items 
and spending more than ever 
before. 
A lot of it may be going on the 
cuff to be paid for later. But this 
year people have more money 
in their pockets and bank ac­ 
counts than ever before. 
And they are parting with it, 
some because their own person­ 
al finances are heftier, some 
because they believe the war in 
Viet Nam will set off a boom 
like the Korean War did, some 
because they think goods are 
going to be higher priced in the 
future and better be bought 
now. 
Back of all this feeling of well 
being are such things as record 
. personal incomes, more jobs at 
higher pay, and orders pouring 
into the factories which seem to 
guarantee that prosperity will 
be around for awhile. 
Personal income has made a 
big gain this fall. In November 
it was running at a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of $345.6 
billion. All signs point to a fur­ 
ther advance this month. That's 
a lot of money to spend. 
Wages and salaries account 
for $370 billion of it, up $3.1 bil­ 
lion from October. Of the No­ 
vember advance, factory pay­ 
rolls account for a gain of $1.4 
billion to $120.2 billion. 
Much of the buying of high- 
priced goods in the stores today 
may be traced to the big gains 
this year in cash dividend pay­ 
ments on stocks. Merchants say 
sales of luxury goods often fol­ 
low the ups and downs of the 
dividend rates. 
This year dividends are run­ 
ning 10 per cent above a year 
ago, for a total so far of $15.6 
billion. This month is seeing a 
flood of extras or yearend pay­ 
ments. They are expected to 
push the total well above $16 
billion. 
Store buying is likely to re­ 
flect guesses on how families 
will fire next year as well as 
how they are making out cur­ 
rently. 
Many signs point to a further 
advance in the general econo­ 


my. Many of these indicators 
are too esoteric for most fami­ 
lies to pay much attention to. 
But here are some down to 
earth ones: 
Factory workers take cheer 
that the backlog of factory or­ 
ders for durable goods has risen 
to $61.3 billion. Most industry 
groups reported moderate in­ 
creases in November. For many 
workers that statistic can be 
translated into steady jobs for 
some weeks or months to come. 
Those 
in the construction 
trades also have good news as 
Christmas draws near. Pros­ 
pects for more contracts and 
more work next year are bright­ 
ening. Corporations are plan­ 
ning to spend more next year on 
building new plants or expand­ 
ing old ones. 
And 
the 
fairly 
sluggish 
housing construction business 
is having a yearend pickup. 
Housing starts in November ran 
9 per cent ahead of October to 
reach a seasonally adjusted an­ 
nual rate of 1,534,000 units, the 
highest it's been since 
June. 
Home builders hail the gain as 
the healthiest in a long time.

Expert on Carols 
Favors Speed up 


LONDON (AP) 
- Take a 
recording of “ Good King Wen­ 
ceslas" made at 33 1-3 revolu­ 
tions per minute, play It at 78 
rpm's and enjoy a good twist. 
That's just about the way It 
should sound, according to Miss 
Elizabeth 
Poston, a British 
composer and expert on medie­ 
val music. 
Miss Poston has strong views 
on the things that have hap­ 
pened to carols on their way 
down the centuries. Especially 
•“ Wenceslas.” 
Carols, according to Miss Pos­ 
ton, were originally intended for 
dancing. They were folk songs 
and not necessarily religious. 
The medieval clergy decided 
that dancing in church would 
not do. So carols went under­ 
ground. They survived precar­ 
iously for hundreds of years in 
remote villages. 
Then under Victorian revival­ 
ists, carols came back— with a 
whimper. They took the tunes, 
wrote their own wordsandload- 
ed down the result with church 
haromonies. 
This 
is what happened to 
“ Wenceslas.'* The tune, once a 


splendidly gay and virile dance 
measure, dates from the 13th 
century, Miss Poston says. 
The words were written in 
1853 by Dr. John Mason Neale. 
Miss Poston, In a foreward to 
the "Penguin Book of Christmas 
Carols," describes his grafting 
operation as “ the dreariest at 
travesties." 
She says that “ Wenceslas" 
should be sung, in unison, near­ 
ly twice as fast as most people 
do these days, “ with clapping, 
drum and plucked instruments" 
— which sounds like a beat 
group backing. 
“ Danced as a twist with mod­ 
ern rhythm accompaniment It 
would be nearer its authentic 
style,” Miss Piston writes. 
She prints her version in the 
book, minus harmonies but with 
indications for drum taps and 
drone bass, plus several other 
unconventional arrangements.

When winter comes schussing 
in tonight it'slikely to find more 
pine needles than snow on the 
ground. But, 
those 
resorts 
where snow has fallen are pack­ 
ing them In. 
In Miami, at resorts of a dif­ 
ferent sort, vacationers 
are 
hoping to get brown under the 
sun — whUe their winterbound 
neighbors turn green with envy 
and blue from the cold. 
Winter comes officially at 8:41 
p.m. (EST) today, hours after 
darkness will have fallen on the 
day of the year with the least 
amount of daylight. If it's any 
compensation, Venus will attain 
her greatest brilliance. 
Ski lodges are going great in 
Colorado, New Mexico, upper 
New England and California — 
where some winters the resorts 
never open for lack of snow. In 
other places, the bare ground 
isn't luring many skiers. 
In 
the 
weather 
predicting 
business there are as many 
ways of arriving at the wrong 
conclusion as there are snow­ 
flakes in a blizzard. 
The Old Farmer's Almanac 
predicts 91 inches of snow for 
the winter season (starting Nov. 
1), which is 26.6 inches above 
normal. The almanac also pre­ 
dicts temperatures will average 
33.67 — 3.5 degrees below nor­ 
mal. 
In the upstate New York ham­ 
let of Charlton, George Casa- 
bonne, 79, known locally as 
Cousin George, says the winter 
will “not be too bad.”

Mathon Kyritsis of Waukegan, 
111., reads the peregrinations of 
perch for his advance tips on 
the weather. He said a two-inch 
snowfall hasn't shaken his pre­ 
diction of a green Christmas for 
the Midwest. “ Whoever hears of 
a fish fibbing?” he asked. 
He makes his predictions ac­ 
cording to how deep the perch 


are running. Kyritsis says the 
fish are getting deeper and 
deeper and “ that means it's 
going to turn cold about two 
weeks hence.” 
Louis 
Rubin of Richmond, 
Va., who has gained national 
fame for his long-range predic­ 
tions based on volcanic erup­ 
tions, says this will be a colder 
than usual winter. 
Down in Crab Orchard, Tenn., 
Helen Lane, correspondent for 
the 
Crossville Chronical, 
makes her forecasts on the num­ 
ber of snows in Tennessee from 
the 
number of fogs in the 
Cumberland plateau area during 
August. 
“ If it snows for all the fogs,” 
she writes, “ we will have to tie 
a string to the coal pile in order 
to find it this winter. Indications 
of a rough winter are thick corn 
husks, 
low-hanging 
hornets 
nests, heavier than usual leaves 
on the tree. These low-hanging 
leaves are nature's way of pro­ 
viding protection for spring 
flowers.” 
Tubby Toms, outdoor writer 
for the Indianapolis News, pre­ 
dicts a normal “ run-of-mlll” 
winter. His clues include loose 
corn shucks and an equal abun­ 
dance of brown and black cater­ 
pillars. He said if there were 
more black ones that would 
mean a nasty winter ahead.

Assembly President Amintore 
Fanfani was expected to gavel 
the grueling session to a close 
la te tonight or in the early 
m orning hours, depending on 
the volume of windup oratory. 
It will mean the end of an as­ 
sem bly that had to take tim e 
out from current business to 
clean up financial and house­ 
keeping item s untouched during 
la st year’s session paralyzed by 
the voting deadlock over peace­ 
keeping finances. 
In the past three months, the 
delegates also were host to such 
figures as Pope Paul VI, B ritish 
P rim e M inister Harold Wilson, 
A ustrian 
Chancellor 
Josef 
K laus and President Mohammed 
Ayub Khan of Pakistan. 
Cutting in on the work sched­ 
ule of key delegates were Secu­ 
rity Council debates on the 
strife in Cyprus, the independ­ 
ence declaration of Rhodesia's 
white minority government, the 
India-Pakistan conflict and the 
situation in P ortugal's African 
te rrito rie s. 
The assem bly session saw 
Red China's boosters make the 
strongest showing yet in their 
15-year struggle to capture the 
Chinese seat for Poking. 


It also saw the big Asian-Afri­ 
can group maneuyer Itself into 
the power role it has been seek­ 
ing since 1955, when new Asian 
and African states began flock­ 
ing into the organization.

In its 
first U.N. boycott,the UJS.dele­ 
gation walked out on Cuban For­ 
eign M inister Raul Roa as he 
was assailing UJ5. foreign poli­ 
cy in the general debate.

In making his ob­ 
servations, Senne uses a sta­ 
tionary camera pointed at that 
area of the sky through which 
the satellite will pass. During

Although plotting the predic­ 
tions is a time-consuming proc­ 
ess, Senne feels that the hours

At the University of Missouri 
at Rolla, Senne Is chairman of 
the civil engineering depart­ 
ment and teaches both struc­ 
tural engineering and engineer­ 
ing astronomy courses. On the 
side he carries on his observa­ 
tions and calculations, partly 
as a hobby and partly in col­ 
laboration with astronomy re ­ 
search programs. 
In addition to keeping up with 
Echo I and E chon, Senne tracks 
and photographs assorted other 
satellites and pieces of equip­ 
ment. Such observations have 
practical 
applications other 
than a hobby or science. With 
the skies cluttered with over 
450 man-made moons, it is im­ 
portant for defense reasons to 
keep close count of everything 
In space so that this country 
may 
know if any 
satellites 
'besides ours are added. Senne 
tracks many of the new satel­ 
lites as they are launched. 
A native of St. Louis, Senne 
has a bachelor’s degree from 
Washington 
University and a 
m aster’s degree from the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri at Rolla. 
He received his doctorate from 
Iowa State University where he 
taught from 1954 to 1963. 
Senne served In the Navy Sea- 
bees 
for four years during 
World War n and regularly 
“ navigated” all the ships on 
which he sailed with ingenious­ 
ly contrived home-made equip- 
ment. His calculations were so 
accurate that he was sometimes 
called upon for the official read­ 
ing of the ship’s position. 
Senne’s 
desire 
to observe 
stars In the Southern Hemi­ 
sphere not visible at home led 
him to the construction of his 
m asterpiece, a six-inch tele­ 
scope made from the glass of 
a Liberty Ship porthole. An 
expert 
scroturer and 
do-it- 
yourselfer, Senne finished his 
project in three months of off- 
duty work. 
The post-war activity in space 
has given new purpose and di­ 
rection to what was originally 
a fascinating hobby for Senne. 
He works now in collabora­ 
tion with astronomy research 
program s, such as the Inde­ 
pendent Trading Coordination 
Program, Washington, D. C. 
For several summers, he has 
worked as a consultant at the 
U.S. Navy Electronic labora­ 
tory, San Diego, on a 60-foot 
radio telescope used for re ­ 
search on iong-distance com­ 
munication by satellite. 
Senne views the increased in* 
terest in space with the same 
enthusiasm lie has always given 
to matters celestial. He hopes 
that eventually there will lie an 
observatory for research and 
Instruction on the Rolla cam­ 
pus.

Good Will Astounds 
Stephanie Smith 


NEW YORK (AP) — Steplio- 
nie Smith goes home for Christ­ 
mas today, "utterly flabber­ 
gasted” at the outpouring of 
good-wili letters touched off by 
news stories of her seven-year 
battle against death. 
"I’m getting out of the hospi­ 
tal in time for the holidays,” 
said 
the 
pretty 22-year-old 
blonde, "Just as I knew I would. 
"But I never counted on this 
— 
the 
greatest 
Christmas 
present in all the world,” 


Hundreds 
of strangers at 
home and abroad wrote the vic­ 
tim of a rare blood disease at 
the Hospital of the Rockefeller 
University 
here. American 
servicemen wrote from over­ 
seas stations. 
“It gives you a funny feeling, 
a real warm feeling,” Miss 
Smith said in her hospital room 
Monday night. 
"You somehow get to thinking 
that people today are just too 
taken up with themselves to 
worry about anyone else, much 
less care about a total stranger. 
Then along come all these beau­ 
tiful letters and you see Just 
how wrong you were. 
"People do care.” 
Stricken at 15, Miss Smith has 
been in and out of hospitals 26 
times, received the last rites of 
the Roman Catholic Church six 
times and was on the critical 
list "at least a dozen other 
times.” 
The blood disease, lupus er­ 
ythematosus, once was consid­ 
ered progressively fatal but now 
is controllable with proper med­ 
icines. 
"Any courage and determina­ 
tion I have I owe to my mother 
and I’m going to be home with 
her and Dad for the Christmas 
holidays,” Miss Smith told The 
Associated Press 12 days ago. 
"You can count on that.” 
About half the letters came 
from victims of the disease or 
relatives of victims. 
"So many of them said they 
never knew of anyone else suf­ 


fering with the disease,” Miss 
Smith said. "And they said it 
gave them added hope and en­ 
couragement to know that they 
are not alone — to know that 
there are others who have the 
disease but are fighting it all 
down the line.” 
"This morning I woke up feel­ 
ing very sorry for myself,” 
wrote Bob Hacker, serving in 
West Germany with Company D 
of the Army’s 9th Engineer Bat­ 
talion. 


"I had been thinking about 
home and Christmas and feeling 
blue because I couldn’t be home 
with my family for the holiday 
season. 
"I proceeded to read an arti­ 
cle written about you and after 
I had finished, I felt very stupid 
and foolish. I thought to myself 
how very lucky I was to have 
my health and be able to do my 
part for my country. 
"I would like to express my 
sincere admiration and respect 
for 
your 
determination and 
courage.” 
Miss Smith had summed up 
_ her success against the disease: 
_ "I guess I’m Just too stubborn T brownedT 
to die.” 
Add salt, 
"Dear Stephanie: Pray for 
me. I am stubborn too,” wrote 
Dolores 
Touzet, 
of 
New 
Orlans, La., on a Christmas 
card. 
One Illinois man who said he 
was 74, sent a Christmas card 
and a dollar bill. He said it was 
all he could afford. 
Mrs. Arthur Slawski, of Balti­ 
more, Md., wrote that she too 
suffers with the disease. 
"But I have fooled them and 
so have you,” she wrote. "I will 
keep praying for you and please 
say a prayer for me.” 
Miss Smith, sufficiently re­ 
covered from her latest siege 
which began during the sum­ 
mer, will spend the holidays in 
her family’s Manhattan apart­ 
ment with her mother, father 
and a sister, Antonia, 25.

The Viet Cong's Liberation 
Radio 
couples a 
"we^an’t* 
lose” propaganda campaign in 
South Viet Nam with highly ex­ 
aggerated descriptions of var­ 
ious 
protest 
demonstrations 
around the world, and particu­ 
larly in the United States. 
In America, these broadcasts 
say, protests have risen to un­ 
precedented intensity and have 
become "the most violent strug­ 
gle in UJ>„ aistory,” which has 
left the Johnson administration 
"extremely embarrassed and 
fearful 
Hints from North Viet Nam 
thus may have little to do with 
any real intention to negotiate 
on terms acceptable to the Unit­ 
ed States. Rather these "feel­ 
ers” may be intended to add to 
the 
Johnson administration’s 
troubles by placing it in the po­ 
sition of rejecting peace over­ 
tures. 
This hypothesis becomes cred­ 
ible against the background ol 
recent Viet Cong propaganda. 
This 
indicates 
Communist 
agents now can be expected to 
mount strong efforts to bring 
the war to the cities of South 
Viet Nam by means of political 
attack. 
This would have a double pur­ 
pose: first, to attack the Viet 
Cong’s enemy from the rear and 
to make the UJS...presence polit­ 
ically untenable, and second, to 
persuade 
public 
opinion 
in 
America and elsewhere that the 
anti-Communist war effort has 
little South Vietnamese support. 
Americans in Saigon often 
have expressed the opinion that 
a clear military decision is un­ 
likely but that the war might be 
lost politically. The Commu­ 
nists indicate that they aim to 
step up their political efforts 
and coordinate with them mili­ 
tary activities. 
The Liberation Radio propa­ 
ganda says the time is near in 
South Viet Nam for a "three 
struggle movement” — armed, 
political and recruiting— in the 
South, to be "closely coordinat­ 
ed and create a continual offen­ 
sive against the enemy on three 
sides so that he is attacked ev­ 
erywhere <).nd can be led to col­ 
lapse rapidly.” 
This broadcast added: "We 
are confident that the current 
situation practically offers us a 
very favorable opportunity to 
step up further our armed and 
political struggles, as well as 
military 
recruitment. These 
three movements must be car­ 
ried out simultaneously.” 


Viet Cong propaganda claims 
control of four-fifths of South 
Viet Nam’s territory with 10 
million of the 14 million popula­ 
tion. It concedes the Saigon gov­ 
ernment’s control of the larger 
cities, so its emphasis there is 
on political attack. 
In Saigon and other cities, say 
broadcast 
instructions, 
the 
movement is to reach a higher 
level now, concentrating on ex­ 
ploiting every evidence of public 
discontent. The broadcasts call 
for agitation for strikes on 
wages, cost of living, housing 
and other Issues, and a move­ 
ment "particularly to oppose 
conscription by every means 
possible, such as holding dis­ 
cussions among youths and high 
school and Collective students.” 
The 
Viet 
Cong has many 
agents in South Viet Nam’s 
cities. These now presumably 
are under orders to Join with 
and encourage every discontent­ 
ed element. 
Exploiting the conscription 
issue would not be difficult. Tlie 
Saigon 
regime already 
has 
trouhle with it. Over the past 
two years there have been about 
160,000 desertions 
from 
the 
ranks of the new recruits, al­ 
though desertion in Viet Nam 
cannot be viewed in the same

Revenue’s procedure is to have 
branch offices deposit daily re­ 
ceipts in some 140 out-state 
banks. 
The entire receipts and audits 
for the week are sent to the 
Department of Revenue and by 
the following Thursday, follow­ 
ing more audits, the money rep­ 
resenting the previous week’s 
business is transferred to the 
account of the state treasurer. 
In the 
reauditing process, 
however, 
the 
Department of 
Revenue has to break down the 
receipts according to sales tax, 
use tax and motor vehicle reg­ 
istration 
and make 
three 
separate drafts for the deposit 
to the state treasurer. 
The lag in the transmittal of 
funds from his office to the 
treasurer’s 
account was in­ 
volved 
in this auditing and 
breaking 
down 
into 
tax 
categories, David said. 
The 
first process had to be com­ 
pleted before the other drafts 
could be issued by his office. 
David also pointed out that 
the surface bank deposit figures 
could be misleading. When an 
outstate bank, for example, is- 
syes a draft to the Department 
of Revenue, the withdrawal is

immediately deducted 
from the bank balance. 
But when the Department is­ 
sues its drafts for deposit to 
the treasurer, in accordance 
with the three audited tax cat­ 
egories, the drafts must pass 
through normal channels, as a 
clearing house.

These include extended cover­ 
age of the state Fair Employ­ 
ment Practices Act and a new 
Public Accommodations Act. 
Under Federal Fair Employ­ 
ment Practices law, an in­ 


dividual has to file a com­ 
plaint with the state agency 
before the federal one.

Peter C. Robertson explained, 
most complaints were not made 
to the state agency but to a fed­ 
eral agency. The federal agency 
would 
then write the state 
agency and send the complaint. 
The state agency would then 
have 60 days to deal with the 
matter and if neither a settle­ 
ment nor significant progress 
has been made, the federal 
agency will begin an investi­ 
gation of the complaint. 
The changes in the state FE P 
law make it applicable to em­ 
ployers of 25 or more; previ­ 
ously it applied to employers 
of 50 or more. 
The Public Accommodiations 
Act of 1965 forbids segregation 
or discrimination because of 
race or religion in all places 
of public accommodation except 
some barber and beauty shops. 
Under the amended rules and 
regulations, the
